He 
owns four acres of land, thn house of nttout 
leu rooms with stable,and supplement* Ills 
very moderate farming hy entering very 
nicely to the want* of traveler*, gunner* 
nnd per*on* desiring a few weeks of quiet 
real In a high, dry and exceedingly health. 
fill locality. Mr. lioritner, tho proprietor. 
Is nlKint fifty year* of age and ia a very 
genial nnd accommodating host, hut wo 
wero most interested in Ida aged father, 
Mr. John Glover I/orimer, who waa for¬ 
merly editor of one of the largeat new*, 
papers of Rt. John, N. II. Tim old gentls- 
man I* ninety years of age, yet retains nil 
his faculties to a marvelous degree.

"1 have lvcon requested to write nn 
account of my ex|>crlenees In saving 
men from drowning, nml find Mint. It 
is n much more difficult task t'win I 
though for. It is comparatively ensy 
to pull n innn out of the rlvi r, hut it ir. 
no ensy matter, I find, to write about IL 
However, I will do the best I can. 

"I have been a an I lor, and have always 
loved the sen. I wot horn in Huston 'Ul 
years ngo, nml spent much of my time 
nn n 1ml on the water in Huston harbor, 
but I never saved n life until I wnn ?o 
yenra old. When I began, though, I 
wont nt it wholesale, nnd saved 19 lives 
In one dny, the lut of February, 1880. 

1 "It was off AJIcrton Point, on Nnn- 
tnsket bench. I was working in tho 
whops of tlii* Nantasket Peach Itnilwny 
eonipnny, when I wtw the Grade f n- 
throp, n lu-ig, driving In on the bench In 
n wild storm. Finally I saw the sailor* 
piling over the sideInto one of the bonis 
nnd nn they pulled off for the shore the 
brig went to pieces. I rnn for the 
bench, but Ivefure I got there the boat 
with the men In It overturned nml they 
wore spilled. They were nearly in, nml 
I rushed Into the surf, nnd dragged the 
two men who were limiting hy lo the

Now ns lo the method of nixing Mfi* 
I cannot give any specific direction". 1 
do not think I handled any two men In 
just the antne wny. When I jump lo 
i'ft« r n mnn 1 generally try togrnapMm 
hy the clothing Just, at the back of «he 
neck. In nine eases out of ten they 
struggle to grasp the would-lve rraetier. 
When I find n danger of t hat I sheer off. 
until they go under ngaln, nnd then I 
push down nfter them, nml grab them 
'ignlit. It. Is easier though to handle 
them when their head* are out of tlm 
water. I hnxe always found that would- 
be suicides were the easiest to handle. 
No sooner do they strike the xvnter than 
they want to get out ngaln. Drunken 
men are the hardest to handle. They 
are so full of whisky that they don't 
- Tin to realize tlielr danger nnd would 
tink to death without a struggle or n 
murmur. 

They e\t»n laugh and Joke In the xxh 
ter nml never seem to realise their dan ¬ 
ger. Those w ho fall In accidentally arc 
easy to handle. They want to get out 
as much uh nuyuitc wants to get tbrjn 
out. Now, In conclusion, all I have *o 
M.v to those who tuny find thcinnelvcfl In 
danger of drowning, accidentally or 
otherwise, is just keep ns quiet ns possi¬ 
ble and work your bands nnd feet slow¬ 
ly and you xx ill float until help comns. 
fit retell l ight out In the xvnter, and if 
you can tin so nnd keep your presence of 
mind you xvou’t Kink. To a mnn who at¬ 
tempts to make n rcr.oue, I would sny, 
nlxvtiyn catch your mnn behind the neck 
by the clothes, don’t i>c afraid of hlmr 
uml don't let him go doxvn unions you 
go xvlth hint. 

I see by many accounts that life rav¬ 
ers are obliged to punch nml chunk 
drowning persons. I do not boilers 
those accounts are correct. I havcnc/e* 
found it necessary to do so in all my ex¬ 
perience.

shore. Then I looked back uud snxv the 
others clinging to the lH>ttom of the 
upturned boat. They xve.ro crazed with 
fear nnd could do nothing for them¬ 
selves. I Hxvnm out again ami agidn 
to where the boat xxxia dancing up and 
doxvn. nnd finally hud everyone safe 
auhore. Then I fainted, exhausted, 
the first nnd only time I ever fainted in 
my life. When I recovered 1 found 
tluit I hml pulled 14 men ashore all told. 

That didn't cml my lifesaving that 
tiny, hoxvevrr. The storm raged fiercely 
throughout the hours of daylight and 
that night the report cnine that a txvo 
masted schooner was being driven 
lishore on the bench, on Strawberry 
Hill, south of Allertou Point. T went 
there. The little vessel xvus liending 
iinil ducking with fhe force of blow. It 
seemed ns if tho wind would fairly bent 
Ler doxvn under tho waves. Her crcxv 
of five nil'll werohanging to the rigging. 

Them was a crowd on the beac h, lmt 
no one was making any effort to help 
the men. I got out u life boot, aud after 
what seemed a life and death struggle, 
Isuccccdcd in getting out to the schoon¬ 
er and took tbe men off. We ivaohed 
the shore safely, and a fexv minutes aft* 
er the vessel went to pieces, 
i My next rescue was that of four men, 
May 3, 1883, in the Hay of Hra/.us, Tex¬ 
as. They xvere sailors on the schooner 
Charles Miller,xvliich struck n snug, and 
wns sinking when I moved out and took 
the men off. Not ono of them could 
*xvim, and would In nil prolsihlllty have 
been drowned only for my assistance. 
’That, was tho Inst of xvhut I may term 
my wholesale rescucH, but since I have 
boen working on the Morgan Line docks 
1 buve mi veil 13 men who either fell 
Oxerbonrd accidentally ur else attempt¬ 
ed suicide. Only one man ivhoin I 
went nfter got axvay from me. I saw 
him jump ovcrlmurd nnd 1 dived after 
Lim again aud again, but eoulil not 
reach him. Subsequently I found that 
h* hud weighted himself doxvn xvlth 
leud. Tin* others whom 1 saved xverv 
John Fogarty, February 22, D*92: Jan¬ 
uary 7, 1893, an unknown uiaii; March 
12, 1893, Cnpt.

Among Mr. Bryan's fine hand .made, or 
rather mouth-made-col lection of bugaboos, 
there is one of which he seems to ho 
especially fond. lie ha* different names 
for this particular bogy. Sometimes he 
call* him an "Idle holder of ideal capital," 
sometime* he speak* of him os the matt 
who hoard* money, Hoinetlmus he Just call* 
hltu tho money shark, or the gold-grabber. 
At limt we thought perhap* Mr. Bryan 
wa* trying to be amusing with this puppet, 
hut we have reluctantly couiu to the conclu¬ 
sion that ho really believes—or at any ruto 
wants Ills audience to believe— that the 
thing Is alive. And since that is so, It 
may be worth while to say a word about 
tlm way money is used by people who have 
It. 

The idea that Bryan is seeking to cou- 
vey is that the "misers," tho "money- 
grabbers," make a practice of collecting 
great hoards of gold, anil stowing it away 
in fire-proof vaults aud koeplug It there 
idle. They do this, lie says, in order that 
in the end they may profit by tho rise in 
the value of gold compared with other 
things. They keep the gold out of circula¬ 
tion so that tho poor man can't gut hold of 
it; and their chief source of iucoiue, one 
would suppose from hearing Mr. Uryau 
talk, is the Increase in value of these socret 
hoards of gold which is continually gettiug 
scarcer and more expensive to tho rust of . 
mankind Home such idea us this, we pre¬ 
sume, Is held by the majority of Populists. 
They do not stop to think, of course—no 
l>ersou who thinks cun well remain a Popu¬ 
list. Hut eveu the Populist mind, if it 
stopped to consider this one proposition, 
might be able to grasp the fact that the 
rich mon with wboiu they are acquainted 
do not hoard their gold; they put it out at 
interest, where it outers iuto circulation, 
when they have uuy gold; but for tlm 
most part they don't have any. When 
they gel a big divideud from their shares 
in a gold mine, for iustunce, it comes from 
the company iu foirn of a little piece of 
paper. The piece of paper is deposited in 
the bank, aud either invested in auother 
mine or In some similar enterprise, or else 
spent lu buying supplies or other neces¬ 
saries or luxuries; aud the payment is 
usually made, uot lu gold, or iu silver, but 
iu the form of other bunk cheques. As for 
the origiual gold that came out of the mine, 
that was probably bduI Ut the mint, and 
coined in the form of dollars, aud used to 1 
pay government expeuses. It certainly 
wasu't hoarded by the ower of the mint*. 

lteaily, it seems ridiculous to auswer 
such silly rhetorical phrases as tboae which 
Mr. Hryau is using Ut describe this bogy- 
iuuu of his uwu manufacture; but be Is 
try ing hard to deceive the people with it, 
cveu though he doe* uot believe it himself. 
It is one of thoee phrase* that ruvealn him 
a> the complete demogogue he la, aud en¬ 
ables us Ut take the measure of the man.

As the state government exists to- 
day. tho eastern portion of the state 1* 
represented by Lieutenant Governor 
Wolcott nnd Hecrvtary Olln; Essex 
county has Treasurer Shaw ; tho south¬ 
eastern section Attorney General Knowl- 
ton of Bristol county, nnd central Massa¬ 
chusetts hns Auditor Kimball of Wor- 
coster county. Ily party tradition, con¬ 
sideration hn» always been given the 
western counties In the distribution cl 
candidates upon the Republican state 
ticket. Its tnndldate this year Is Hon. 
Wlnthrop Murray Crane of Dalton for 
lieutenant governor.

Mr. Crono was born In Dalton In 18531. 
Where he has always lived, lie Is the son 
If the late Zenus M. Crane, and tils grand¬ 
father.

This wns 
the first paper mill In that section of the

Mr. Crane has been the 
guiding nnd controlling mind, not only 
In the pu|M>r mills, but In other numerous 
enterprises or the Cranes. It Is one of 
the creditable things concerning this firm 
that never In tlielr history has there been 
a laitor difficulty to mar their peace or 
rcnutatlon. *"ii. on the contrary, their 
uniform honorable and fair dealing and 
public Spirited suppiirt of a || that ha* 
made for the welfare of the locality In 
which they have lived ana done bualnes* 
for these many years lias so endeared 
them to the people that without division 
the Republicans of this section rally to 
the standard of the western Massachu¬ 
setts candidate.

Weymouth Republicans are reported to 
Ihi dissatisfied with the arrangement to 
allow llraiutree aevcu of the twenty repre¬ 
sentative* in ten years. Hut lirainlree has 
about one-third of the legal voter* in the 
district and why should it not have oue- 
third of the representatives. It will lie 
fortunate if it gets seven, although they 
have been apportioned, as Quiucy lias 
found that Weymouth voters vote for 
Weymouth candidates irre*|»octivu of 
party. ltraintree, although smaller, is act¬ 
ually growing faster thau Weymouth, gain- 
Ing 323 legal voters in teu years, where 
Weymouth gained but ltw.—Quiucy Daily 

Not only is llraiutree gaining faster in 
legal voters but iu popiiTutu.ii, and it is 


ratssible that Ilrulutree may be as large a* 
Weymouth iu ten year*. The following 
summary shows the gulu in population iu 
the two towns.

Wo have to say in regard to this subject 
that, first, the Weymouth republicans are 
not dissatisfied with the apportlouuieut.

During the uexl ten years the two towns 
will have together twenty representatives, 
therefore Urslulrue's share would he six 
and oue leulh. While, ordinarily, custom 
would give the fraction to the larger |iurt 
the uiue teuths was giveu to the oue teulh 
aud we have heard uo adverse criticism 
Crum Weymouth republicans.

If American*, in nny calculntlon thnt 
may ,l»e mndo aa to nn Anglo-American 
war, take na a conalderntion the plg- 
tniled, brandy-drinking llritinh oflleer 
of the war* of the revolution nml 1^12 
—on olllcrr whose noul wan stooped in 
pipe-eJny and consequential ity—they 
will find themselves ndaUikeu. Wolxo- 
ley and the competitive examination 
have done away with him altogether. 
The Crimea, the Indian mutiny ami 
half a dozen amnller warn have taught 
the Horae Guard* much. The Doers 
nt Mnjulia gave them » final leaaon. 
The dnya of men liko Drnddock, A\iio 
formed clone-order under lire In nn am- 
lmarode, fo the diaguatof Wuahington, 
have gone by. lCnglhdi men have learned 
by bitter experience to acout nnd to 
ombueendc ns well na the historic 
Green Mountain volunteer of 1770. 

No one lioa learned thnt leaaon lietter 
than Kir Herbert Kitchener, Unlearned 
It by practice, which probably nc- 
eoiuita for hia preaent poaltlon. lie 
Iwm learned to fight the Arab. 

Kir ITcrliert Kitchener had nothing 
like ns ltii|>nrtnjit n title when I knew 
him a little over U\n year* ago. He 
wna alinply Mnj. Kitchener then. But, 
even looking nt the muddlcd-upcondi¬ 
tion of thinga nt the present time in 
northern Africa and UicJr momentous 
consequences on the history of the 
world—for Egypt ahvayn him been u 
factor in history-making aincc the 
dnya of Herodotus—It 1 h a question 
whether Mnj. Kitchener wan not just 
ns big a man in the ever-changing 
course of events In 1883 ns be Is in this 
year of grure, lhdfl. For Herbert 
Kitchener was then chief of the In¬ 
telligence corps in the British army. 
Intelligence corps is merely n formal 
title used ns u matter of convenience in 
Horae (Timnls rcd-ta|ic, but In Sou¬ 
danese warfare it meant wiint it said. 
It meant the lives of several thousand 
men, which may bo considered tin es¬ 
sential matter, es|K*ciaily if you hap- 
pon to lie u unit, even an immaterial 
unit, in the aforesaid thousands. 

Few know the reason of the (ircsent 
sirdar's aucecsa in life. It is merely 
history rejreating itself. As India wns 
to Europe in the Inst century, so Is 
Africa In the nineteenth. And the 
conditions are not dissimilar. As Oi\e 
nnd Hastings succeeded In India, s i i • 
Kitchener succeeding In northern Afri¬ 
ca. The defense of the methods of 
both Clive luul Hustings was thnt the 
oriental had to lie fought with bis own 
wenpous. The result lias lieen the 
British ernpir*' in India. Kitchener 
seems an cniiMMliinent of the general- 
ship of Clive and tho iiolitical acumen 
of Hastings. 

After the defeat of Anilii Dasha at 
Tel-cI-Kebir in 1883, the Kgyptlnn army 
was remodeled on a British basis. The 
Egypt inn government occupied a |h>- 
sltion In many respects not unlike that 
of John Cottqiany, and, in fact, it still 
occupies that position. To treat the 
oriental or the Mohnmim dun according 
to British ideas nnd British regula¬ 
tions lias never succeeded. But it seems 
Unit tho occasion always finds the man. 
lu Uio reestablishment of the military 
service of Egypt, disorganized by re¬ 
bellion nml defeat, every encourage¬ 
ment wns given British oflleer* to vol¬ 
unteer for African service. 

There was nothing more noticeable 
about Horatio Herbert Kitchener, then 
a mere subaltern in an English regi¬ 
ment of tho line, to distinguish him 
from thu hundreds of Ids fellows who 
entered the Egyptian service at tliat 
time Uinn thnt he hud a splendid 
phyMiquu and uu eiident anxiety to 
know the why nnd wherefore of things.

Gold has come to be thus rat rmed he- 
Cause uf Un generally clone approxima¬ 
tion to fixrdnnrs In value. And for thin 
reason It has come to be recognised and 
adopted as the universal standard of 
measure of the values of other exchange¬ 
able commodities among men. 

It Is not absolutely changeless In value 
because the relation of Its supply to tht 
demand for it varies somewhat from 
time to time, but Is affected by theso 
Influences lorv* than any other available 
thing and Is therefore the best attainable 
standard. We have a standard of weights 
—an Ideal, one which Is perfect—nnd a 
prnetl.nl one ascertained and deter¬ 
mined by scales of Iron njid steel which 
vary In varying temperatures—but not 
•nnugh to make them objectionable al¬ 
though they are not Ideally and abso¬ 
lutely perfc( t. Now a substance which 
would expand nnd contract through a 
wide range on account of temperati/a 
differences would manifestly be unflt to 
make scale bars of, nnd so, any material 
which Is liable to violent fluctuations In 
value would be. and Is unfit to bo inada 
into money with which to measure our 
standard commercial transactions. 

Any substance Is 
(lend Knnugli In Make Money Of, 
so long ns thnt money haH Its nom¬ 
inal value guaranteed by a govern¬ 
ment which Is able nnd willing to make 
good Its fare, just an nny man's note Is 
good enough to buy, If sufficiently en¬ 
dorsed. 

Now up to about 2B years ago, for moro 
than three score years, neither the prico 
of silver nor the price of gold varied to 
any material extent,nnd like two parallel 
straight lines they kept m fixed and 
steady relation the one to the othor, and 
the nations of the world recognizing this 
fixedness, were enabled to use both gold 
And silver as money nt a legally an¬ 
nounced ratio. The coinage legisla¬ 
tion of the world during this period did 
not mnke this relation, but It was en¬ 
acted In recognition of It und as soon as 
the tremendously Increased production 
of silver which began In the early 70s. 
commenced to lower Ito price, the grsat 
commercial nntlnns one after another 
had as a mutter of wisdom nnd safety to 
recognize the change and ubandon the 
folly of decreeing thnt a lie should be 
accepted as the truth by the bankers and 
business men of the world. 

After a while 


Induced the United States government to 
purchase their silver at the markctprlce 
—so many ounces a month, nnd to use a 
certain fixed quantity of it to stamp Its 
promise to pay a dollar upon. Of course 
these promises to pay were good so long 
nn they were within the limit of the gov¬ 
ernment's ability of redemption, but 
neither more nor less so thnn if they had 
been printed upon an Inexpensive piece 
of paper. In fact. It would have been 
better for the people If the government 
had stamped them upon paper, as in this 
event tho loss of JIOO.OCO.OOO which It has 
sustained upon the depredation of the 
stock of silver of which It became tho 
enforced owner would not now have to 
be made up by taxation as It must be. In 
addition to the redemption of tho 
stamped silver promises themselves. 

Now up to this point these dollar 
promises stumped upon silver disc# have, 
thanks to the wisdom of our wise and 
honest president, been kept within tlio 
redemption ublllty of the national treas¬ 
ury and are everywhere good for their 
face within our borders. 

Tho tlmo has come, howover, when tha 
•liver mine owners have raised a popular 
clamor for a new policy. They want to 
have the government make ull their sil¬ 
ver and all the silver that Is brought to 
Its mints Into 

Ko-Cnllrd Dollars 

of S71 grains each for their private ac¬ 
count, and to compel tho American peo¬ 
ple to accept them as legal money with¬ 
out the promise of redemption of the gov¬ 
ernment. The quantity of silver In these 
dollars at today's prices would be about 
61 cents and ns the government would 
not be responsible for them this would 
be their real value. 

A note is worth what it la worth by 
virtue of the name which Is signed to it, 
and tf It be unsigned It Is simply worth 
the paper upon which It Is written, 
neither more nor less. And so the United 
Ftates certificate of fineness and quan¬ 
tity upon a disc of sliver would simply 
Indicate one of the elemimts which would 
enable Us owner to cnlculate Its value 
at nny duy's price of silver bullion, but 
as it could not be construed into n 
promise to redeem at u fixed value—the 
disc would be worth Its bullion price— 
and that only like the paper of an un- 
algncd note. 

The effect of this would be that our 
dealers would no longer dare to sell their 
goods at gold prices when silver could be 
legally tendered to them In payment 
therefor nnd their prices would have to 
be readjusted or raised to correspond 
to the depreciated price of sfiver. Gold 
Itself would come under the sume rule os 
no sane man would let It out for an obli¬ 
gation to be repaid In silver at

They are do¬ 
cile, and, whon properly trained, Itecome 
good servants as agricultural lalmrera. 
They are, however, almost totally lacking 
in ambition. Their wants are very few,

It was a grand victory 
and will have u largo influence throughout 
tho west to encourage the rqpuhlJc^qr 
The west contains many sons and grand¬ 
sons of Maine, Vermont nnd Now England 
and they must have received the news of 
these elections with 'pridu and will he 
Btlmulnted to greuter efforts. We look to 
boo tho victories of Vermont and Maine re¬ 
peated in many of the so-called doubtful 
western stntes. 


Our I Huh Schools. 


Procrastination has been said to be tho 
thief of time nnd tho indications are 
nra that it will also he the thief of tlio Wry. 
mouth High school. 

It has always been the opinion of those 
who have given the matter the most careful 
and disinterested study that two High 
schools are a detriment to tho service by 
dividing timo nnd money which should 
l>o consolidated in building for tho 
present and future u High school sys¬ 
tem which would glvo to Weymouth not 
only u school In naiuo hut a High school in 
reality. 

The dual system has been such that it 
lias been impossible to build on a broad 
basis, aud seeing this, efforts have been 
made to avert a calamity which the wise 
knew wus inevitable nnd now the Inevi¬ 
table has come. 

The opening school year found for tho 
North High the largest entering class in 
its history, aud no place for them to enter; 
the result is that scholars have heeu taken 
from all of their associates uml Hue of 
.work and placed In the South High where 
in the very nature of things the system and 
line of work must muteriully different. 

Tho scholars who are obliged to enter the 
South High,with no objection to tho school 
in Itself, object to the ineouvenieuce, enter 
under protest uud will work hack into the 
North High us soon as possible, thus los¬ 
ing a part or all of the tlrst year of High 
school work, us a school large euuugli to 
give a teacher for s|>ociul departments ran 
do more efficient work than where teachers 
aro obliged to handle several hrauclies. 

The membership of the two schools Is 
now 255 aud it might easily he made 275 If 
the school conditions wero favorable. 

Had the town met this issue with Arm- 
ness IIvo years ago uud established one 
High school at a good uud convenient 
center, it would huve been an ultimate 
lurge saving of expense, aud now we 
would have Ihjcu In coudltlou to do good

TO EXTEND ELECTRIC LINES. 


Third*Rail System of the New York. Now 
Haven and Hartford Hat Boon to Sue- 
cettful on the Nantatkct Lino That the 
Company Will Extend the Scrvico to 
-‘•Covertllott of Ita Suburban Traffic. 


Cover Wost of Ita Suburban Traffic. 

A trial of nearly four months has con¬ 
vinced the officials of the New York, New 
Haven nud Hartford Railroad that the 
tliird-ruil electric system for suburban 
traffic is a complete success. As a result of 
the thorough test which has been made this 
summer on the Nanlusket branch of the 
road, the company has decided to make 
greut extensions of the service next season, 
uml 114 early as it can he done the Dedham 
branch will be equipped wltlteleetrlc trains 
to be run on the third-rail system. The 
work on this Mop, lioirrrrr, mount he (tnuo 
until the raising of the sucuud trucks of the 
Now \ # irk, New Haven uml Hurt ford Rail¬ 
road is finished, and this will not tie done 
licfore the middle of next summer. Tho 
third-ruil system, which has already heeu 
uxteuded from Nautusknt Junction to Hast 
Weymouth, will be extended toward llos- 
ton, and possibly by the eud of next season 
trains will Is: run from tho Old Colony 
stutiun to Nuntuskot by electric power. 
The handling of the enormous suburban 
truffle of the road, it is believed, will It) 
solved by this electric system, ullowiug 
the company to run cars more frequently 
uud ut less cost than ut present. 

If the expectations of some of tlio officials 
of the Now York, New Huven uud Hartford 
road aro fully realized, by the time the 
New Union atutlou is completed, the road 

Will have its suburban lines equipped for 
thu running of electric ears. It will then 
bo possible to establish a circuit similar to 
thut of the Heston uud A litany by double, 
tracking certain parts of the branch linen* 
If the New Knglaud lines are Included in 
the scheme, it will be possible to establish 
two or throe circuits of varying length. 
The ears may not lot run all the way around 
on the hraucli lines, hut complete tlio cir¬ 
cuit by going buck uud forth lie tween the 
Hues of double track. One official of the 
road, In looking over the scheme, nays that 
it will he easy to establish a connection lto- 
tweett the Nuutuskel Hue, when that is ex- 
tended Into the city, uud the Headvilie 
line, so thut u circuit would tuko in the 
stations of lloxbury, Heath, Doylaton, 
Juuiuiiu Plain, Forest Hills, Clareudou 
Hills, Hyde Park, lteadvIIHT, Maltapan, 
Milton Lower Mills, Urunito Hridge, 
Neponset, Point's Hill, Harriott Square, 
Savin Hill, Crescent avenue uud South 
ltostou. 

Just what extensions will he made, how- 
ever, the company has uot yet decided. The 
only point settled Is that tlmathtrd-ruil sys- 
teui has demonstrated iu# {value aud 
economy, uud it has heeu •! ewlod to ex¬ 
tend tho system as rapidly us |Hw*ibl«.

119 under which the Culled 
States is asked to contest for foreigu mar¬ 
kets. Never iu the history of the world 
hoe it been so difficult fur the L'ultod Stales 
to maintain iu wage rate aud the comfort 
aud iqiuleuco uf their people under free 
competition as today. Tho very fact that 
European Countries are uuderuituiug the 
iuduRtrlal life of Great Britan and that her 
industrial centres are tilled with alarm and 
her manufacturers aud artisaua crying out 
with distress, makes thu proof doubly 
strong that if the l ulled Stales should let 
down or remove her (•roUx-live harriters 
every industry Would be clewed, every 
wheel silenced and every laborer thrown 
out of employment.

Whereas the town of Weymouth, the 
second largest town In voting strength In 
the Pint Norfolk Senatorial District, lias 
not been represented in the state senate 
for a period of thirteen years, and believ¬ 
ing that in Justice tho time has arrived 
when It should Imi represented In that 
honorable body, It Is hereby resolved: 

By the republicans of tho town of Wey¬ 
mouth in caucus assembled, that having 
iinlNiumlcd confidence In lton. Jnmes II. 
Flint, who has so ably represented the 
town in the house of representatives for 
the past three years, nnd talleving that the

Scant C'srsmony t’esd tn Casting Oft 
the Calling Yobs Which Binds 
Him to HU Objection- 
wblo Squaw. 


With most of Ihc plain* Indian* mat* 
rlngx» constats simply in picking 6 ut the 
maiden, leading her to A cnldn or w ig¬ 
wam, nnd Installing tar as mistress of 
tho house and cornfield, sometime* with 
tho necessary preliminary of paying the 
father a pony or two or an Installment 
of blankets, nnd occasionally with some 
slight, ceremony performed by chief or 
mcdiclno man. And when the brave 
grows tired og hi* partner ho can get 
rid of her ns cosily ns ho won tar. 

Tho pcoplo who nro now flocking to 
tho Dakotas or Oklahoma to get di¬ 
vorces would ta supremely happy If 
they could throw off the gelling tands 
of wedlock ns easily ns does tho rcnervrv- 
tkm Indian. Tho fact having been for¬ 
mally announecd by' tho head man of 
t.ho elan, tho dlvorco takes place when 
tho trlta Is gathered nt n dance. TOmn 
all nro assembled and tho circlo formed, 
tho discontented warrior strikes a drum 
used hy tho revellers, (given away a few 
presents (ofttlmes making a present to 
the squaw ho intends to toko next), nnd 
then, in a short, tambnatlc speech, ho 
stigmatizes his wife by giving her over 
to tho tender inercloa of other brave*, 
while they look upon him enviously nnd 
consider that ta hn* performed nn net 
of bravery Iu his desertion. 

Often ns many ns half n down di¬ 
vorces are thus obtained at a single 
dance; no tcdlnns waiting, no courts, 
no lawyers, and no troublo about ali¬ 
mony or tho custody of tho children. 
Ami the squaws thus castoff as a gener¬ 
al thing seem to tnko it ns a mntter of 
course, nnd before the close of the Tanco 
nro using the wiles known nnd used hy 
tho women of tho world over In nn ef¬ 
fort to repair as speedily us i>o**ih!a 
the break In their hearts nnd matrimo¬ 
nial cjcperlenco. 

With the ticking of land In severalty 
nnd putting on of olttcenahlp, however, 
the Indian llnds that ho haa cemented 
the ties that wero so loose before, for 
the courts evcry’wtaroare deciding that 
the tribal marringca are legal and bind¬ 
ing upon the Indian who becomes a cit¬ 
izen. And If tho wejght of one legal 
marriage wears somewhat heavily ujxon 
a white man, how must it ta with tho 
rod man who has contracted two, throe, 
four, or even more alliances which tho 
court now declares legal and nt tho 
Kama time takes away his former av¬ 
enue of relief? 

Tho first court divorces over given 
nny member of tho southwest reserva¬ 
tion tribes was granted In the district 
court nt El Heno several weeks ago. 
Tho fair plnlntlff In the caso was a full- 
blooded Kiowa girl, whoso name wits 
something like Dcnhl ICoo, but perhaps 
It had never taforo been so reduced to 
writing until It nppoared upon the rec¬ 
ords of the court. Sho was totally un¬ 
familiar with tho English language, and 
it was necessary to tell tar trouble* hy 
the aid of an interpreter, but'the trouble 
won to find bo mo ono that could Inter¬ 
pret the weird dialect of Kiowa. Judge 
Jack Stillwell, tho cx-scout, was pres¬ 
ent, nnd, although quite fnmlllar with 
tho Comanche tongue, ho wns com- 
polled to confess thnt ta could not 
handle Kiowa. A way wns soon found 
whereby site could tell her tale of woo 
to Judge Burford. Cnddlo Konlclo 
(Black Crane), n lending member of the 
Kiowa trlta, and a very Intelligent man, 
wns present, nnd while ho could not 
talk English, he could spenk Kiowa, 
and Interpret It into Comanche, nnd 
Judge Stillwell then Interpreted It Into 
English. Sho stated that she was not 
quite 10 yenrs of age, nnd that sho had 
taen married to a white man named 
King for three years, but that hn hnd 
left her over two years ago, and that 
film was now living with Iter parents. 
After hearing all tho fncts tho court 
granted her privilege to assume her 
maiden name, or nny other name sho 
saw fit. 

At tho next term of tho district court 
nt Tolopo, D county, however, will ta 
presented on application for divorce, 
the like of which Is without a parallel, 
nnd tho Judge and attorney will look 
In vain for precedent decisions In all 
the law reports extant. 

Yellow Bonnet, a Cheyenne Tndfnn of 
Rome note, living on liU allotment near 
this city, lias applied for a blanket di¬ 
vorce from four wives. Yellow Bonnet 
gives ns his reason for such a sweep¬ 
ing divorce that ta has embraced tta 
Christian religion, and his wives have 
refused to become Christians.—Rt. Louie 
Gk/ta-Democrat.

Defend the Constitution. 

The people of Massncliusottaiiro required 
by action of tho legislature to vote In the 
autumn of 181*5 upon a proposed amend¬ 
ment to the Constitution to the following 
effect: 

That the governor, lieutenant-governor 
und councillors, the secretary, treasurer 
and receiver general, auditor ami attorney 
geueral, the senator* and representatives, 
shall he elected overy second year, be¬ 
ginning with tho Tuesday next after the 
first Monday in November in the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight. 

Upon the adoption of this amendment to 
the Constitution our State election* would 
always coincide with the presidential elec¬ 
tions, or with the elections for member* of 
Congress, and, would 1 h» subordinated to 
ipicHiions of uatioual concern. In our 
opinion such n change involves a loss of 
power on tho part of tho people over State 
politic* with many consequent evils.

upon results. This Committee propose, 
however, duriug the next few weeks, to 
present to the voters of Mussachusottii the 
many advantages which we believe will 
rue to our Commonwealth by the adop¬ 
tion of these amendment*.

Tho 
nieinliers of the committee expressed them¬ 
selves os heartily in favor of tlm plan. 
The success of tlio partial exhibits that 
had been made in several school buildings 
for the post taro or three years, and tlm 
favor with which they had Iwen received 
hy pnrenta and friends, led tlm committee 
to feel that a union exhibition would 
create a great deal of Interest and en¬ 
thusiasm. 

Under the direction of tlm committee, 1 
applied to tlie acting superintendents of 
of the hall. I saw one of them lost Thurs¬ 
day. In reply to my request for apace lie 
said that so far as lie knew only one 
request preceded mine nnd bethought the 
matter could lie arranged unless too large 
a space was wanted. I told him I won Id 
like a corner with about 12 feet on one side 
and 15 on tlm otlmr. tie asked um to meet 
him nt tlie hall tlm next morning. I did 
so. He then told mu that I could not 
have tlm corner as a candy manufacturer 
had had that space In years past and 
probably would wnnt it tlm present yenr. 
Ho also told me that I hud better go nnd 
seo tlm otlmr member ’of the committee. I 
did so. Tlm second member said he 
thought It doubtful about giving any spnee 
to tlm school exhibit, hut Im would meet 
me at tlm hull on Monday morning. I met 
him there at that time. Although lm 
could not glvo me the space tlmt I wanted 
we agreed as to the space and I left tlm 
liatl with the express understanding that 
a certain space should be reserved for tho 
schools. 

Ou Monday evonlng I reported to tlm 
school committee tliut arrangements Imd 
been made for the achool exhibition at tlm 
fair. On Tuesday evening Urn teachers 
brought in the work tlint was to he ex- 
hlbitcd. On Wednesday morning I took 
tlie work to tlm hall for tlie purpose of 
arranging it. Much to my surprise I found 
a furnishing house from out of town 
putting up Its pavilion on a part of tlm 
space that had been given to the acliools. 
Upon Inquiry the first member of acting 
superintendents of the hall said tlmt the 
second meuib or lmd left word tliut tlm 
schools could not have the apace promised 
but must get along without tlm tables. 
Aa this space, without the tables, was 
entirely inadequate, i withdrew the school 
work, preferring to umke no exhibition 
rather than to make an exhibition tlmt in 
no way would do justice to tlm school*. 

Mr. Norcross concluded: "Personally, I 
cannot help feeling tlmt the management 
of Urn Fair ha* made u mistake In thus 
shutting out tlm most important a* well a* 
the most lu^resting factor in the town. I 
trust, another yeur that tlm schools. wilt 
not liavo to lieg for recognition, but will lm 
requested hy the Directors of tlm Associa¬ 
tion to occupy u liberal space lu Kxliibi- 
tion hall."

On Ihu other hand two High sultoola have 
naturally duvelopiNl from the circumslancca 
of the enae, am! wrlutlmated in the fore- 
going have grown in practical utility. Hy 
the aamn gradation of development why 
could not three or five come Into being and 
thrive? The Idea Is no more chimerical 
than to go back to the aaine beginning, and 
atari on a new tqoveinent under no more 
favorable circumstances, but inking that 
oourae Inspired hy the locality which tranfs 
the moat. 

I entered the present 8onth High build- 
lug when Just completed, moving from the 
old Roger*' hall. It waa Indeed a pleasant 
improvement. I have lieen almost con- 
temporary with those who tramped to the 
Town house—near enough at least to hrar 
a good deal aliout tho hardship of It. Tho 
advance from those days has !>een made 
RuhaUuilal and agreeable. Today we may 
lie reminded that the town haa an electric 
system, run for the convenience of some¬ 
body or other, but all the same there cau 
be no great temptatlon.toaendour children 
dally upon a time-consuming Journey In 
search of an education. In spite of modern 
conveniences that very notion of a achool 
at n distance savors the unique. 

Of courae u contingency may arise, when 
few may for a brief time have to travel 
■omewhat; hut I hope no ono Is so foollah 
M to hellove that tho towu will not make 
adequate provision when the need for more 
room or schools Is demonstrated. Tliore la 
no “calamity" In tha fact that twelve stu¬ 
dents have to travel from Kast Weymouth 
to the South High. But If there la, It 
won hi lie a far greater ono for a hundred 
scholars to Journey dally in the other dlreo 
tlon. 

I am surprised that the Oatette ahould 
givo utterance to remarks In apparent dis¬ 
paragement of the South High achobl. 
Why suggest a contrast nt all? It la prei 
suiuable under tho proaent system that the 
two schools are one lu purpoao and accom¬ 
plishment. They certainly ought to be. 

I am reluctant te believe that the conduct 
and advantages of the South High nro 
“materially different" from those of the 
North High. I ahould certainly consider 
It a reproach to the towu, and a slur upon 
our superintendent, If (It could be said that 
either school was granted privileges su¬ 
perior to those .of the other. The very*, 
suggestion of a difference—which, of courae 
carries with It m comparison-savors of a 
spirit of sectionalism which, to express It 
mildly, is unwise. 

There aro quite a few large cities iu this 
country that have insufficient school accom¬ 
modations, and ire ought to bo thankful for 
what we have. Weymouth la geographi¬ 
cally unfortunate. We are confronted on 
every hand hy expenses and conveniences 
that a more compact municipality would 
not suffer; therefore It is part of good gov¬ 
ernment to administer our affairs for the 
greatest number. 

I have for a long tluiu lieen a timid advo¬ 
cate of town dlvlaibn, because of these very 
things against which there la oomplalnt, 
but the time la not ripe for the success of 
that movement. Yet we may be reminded 
that the Ahlngton^divlslon had IU origin lu 
the school question, the kubaUuco of It be¬ 
ing that oue section became duly ambitious, 
and built for itself au elegant ichool build¬ 
ing, careless of expense—and then the war 
began. 

Hut Weymouth is unprepared for war. 
We have ordinarily trouble enough on our 
hands without invlllug the extraordinary. 
We have u Huwngu problem impending, a 
vast duty of rood building hut Just begun, 
and like the poor, the school question Is 
ever with us. 

So I say, if necessary, put yet another 
High school building where It may* he 
really needed, aa good as, hut not belter 
than, the particular section.deserves. But 
let us not create an artificial center, remote 
from much of oqr, population, there to erect 
a temple of educatloual completeness, and 
com pel every child {rom far and near to 
make weary pilgrimages to that *hriue of 
learning! »• -

Official figures having been recently 
quoted to show tlint the number of 
horses imported Inst year from England 
exceeds 22,000, instead of 0,000, ns stuted 
in the Belgian chamber, I visited Ant¬ 
werp with tho object of finding out ap- 

roxlmatdy wlrnt proportion of tills 

nonnoiiH total is actually slaughtered 
for humun consumption. 

From Information placed nt my dis- 
ImwkiI by tho director of tho city nlwiti 
fairs, it appears Hint tho bulk of the 
animals arriving from England find 
their way direct to the slaughter house. 
Although the greater jairt conies from 
London, the trodo Is by no means con¬ 
fined to tills quarter, the import#* in lust 
week's official list showing that, no less 
I than 70 were brought from Hull and 
Newcastle. One dealer in Antwerp 
alono (an Englishman), disposed of up¬ 
ward of 3,000 horses last year to tho local 
butchers. 

On tho other hand, it is jKMitivcly 
denied, as far ns Antwerp is concerned, 
tlint any of tlie meat flntla its way bock 
to England, cither In the form of 
"tinned beef' or soup. Not a single 
meat preserving establishment exists 
In tho city. My informant* who !s n 
stanch adherent of horseflesh as a 
“wholesome and nutritious diet” for the 
workinguuin, confirmed tlie measures 
about to bo taken for guarding ngainst 
tulierculnnis and glanders. A further 
experiment Is to 1*» tried nt Rotterdam 
by subjecting all “suspicious" meat to 
treatment In steam rhaiulicrH heated to 
110 degrees centigrade (a tcni|>erature 
which tins lx-on scientifically proved suf¬ 
ficient to kill the bai'-iflus), and to m II 
the meat so steamed at prices ranging 
fiom If 50 cents |>er kilo (.iltoutfxl per 
pound), tho residue of the broth In¬ 
cluded. 

There are in Antwerp about 30 sho|r« 
devoted entirely to tho sale of horse¬ 
flesh. I visited scieral of thcMo estab¬ 
lishment*, but, with the thermometer 
nt 80 degrees In the shade, the meat, of 
which tho bulk had lieen slaughtered 
at least two days previously, did not 
present un up|ieurniice which was cal¬ 
culated to make converts. Still li'em so 
were the sausagtti of dusky hue which 
uppear U> form the staple delicacy when 
the meat is unfitted for solo iu its nati 
urul state. The prices run from Bid 
|kt i-iund for "prime cuts" to oliout 2d 
for "seru|w."
